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SC Hears Report Of 
Book Store Findings

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• RECENTLY THERE HAS been 
much discussion about the newly- 
founded Colonial Campus party, 
and with a second party joining in 
the political push, an original 
campaign period should be in 
store. However, I have several 
reservations concerning the worth 
and effectiveness of these parties. 

First of all, it is only reasonable 
that the party will choose candi- 
dates with heavy emphasis on 
how thoroughly they support the 
party’s platform. Now this seems 
fine at first glance, but I think 
the most important consideration 
should be placed on the candi- 
date’s qualifications and proposals 
for handling his particular posi- 
tion. That is, questions such as 
“How is the publicity director go- 
ing to stir up student participa- 
tion?” and "By what methods 
are school representatives going 
to truly represent their schools?”. 
These questions should be of first 
importance. However, if party ap- 
proval depends mainly on how 
strongly a candidate supports the 
party's platform, then questions 
of general legislation such as 
"Should the University Band be 
placed on Campus Combo?" may 
take first place >n competition fbr 
party support. And, while I think 
this type of question is important, 
I don't believe it is as solid an is- 
sue on which to nominate a can- 
didate as in the candidate’s pro- 
posed methods of carrying out the 


• TIM MEAD, CHAIRMAN of the Student Council Survey 
Committee, reported the Committee’s findings on the campus 
Book Store to the Counail last Wednesday. The text of the 
report is printed below: 

Survey Committee Report 

The Survey Committee met Monday, April 6, 1959 with 
Mr. Henry W. Herzog, Uni- 
versity Treasurer, to discuss 
the Committee’s investigation 
of prices ih the University 
Book Store. No conclusions 
were reached, and the Commit- 
tee agreed to meet with Mr. Her- 
zog in one week on Monday, April 
13 for which meeting Mr. Herzog 
said he would have a statement 
prepared. 

When the Committee met again 
with Mr. Herzog it received the 
following statement: 

"A request has been made by a 
Committee of the Student Coun- 
cil for a financial statement of the 
Book Store operated by the Uni- 
versity. We understand that this 
request in part is in fulfillment of 
certain campaign promises made 
by candidates for election to the 
Student Council last year and in 
response to a general feeling on 
the part of some students that the 
cost of tetft books is "too high.” 

It is not felt that the release of 
a financial statement would serve 
any constructive purpose. The 
University is responsible for the 
efficient and successful operation 
of the Book Store as well as for 
all other services provided for our 
student body. As such while it is 
interested and considerate of stu- 
dent opinion, it must be solely re- 
sponsible for the operation of 
these services. / 

It may be helpful to explain 
that The George Washington Uni- 
versity Book Store is operated by 
the University as a convenience to 
» the students of the University. 

[ New text book prices fcre gen- 

* erally those suggested as retail 
prices by the publishers. Conse- 

r quently, they are usually com- 
t parable to the prices charged at 
, other nearby university Book 
B Stores. Used book pricing follows 
the pattern of the trade. Any net 
income or loss from this operation 
B accrues to the benefit or detri- 
B ment of the general operating 
B funds of the University. Net in- 

* come is used by the University, as 
J is. all, other University income, for 
J the furtherance of the Educational 
^ activities of the University in ac- 
h cordance with its non-profit Char- 
u ter. 

The Committee notes that no 
figures as to Book Store profit or 
loss are included in the statement. 

Mr. Herzog felt that nothing was 
k to be gfeined by the inclusion or 
m release of a financial statement. 
y He said that it is University policy 
,r to sell books at the suggested re- 
d tail price, and that this, is in ac- 
n cord With the policy of the uni- 
18 versity Book Stores in the area. 

.The Committee concludes that 
j 1 the Book Store does make a 

* profit, as suggested In an earlier 
report, and that this profit is then 
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used to make up deficits in other 
areas of University activity. No 
conclusions can be drawn as to 
whether text book prices are "too 
high” because only a statement of 
policy is available from the Uni- 
versity, and because of the sub- 
jective nature of both the ques- 
tion and information at hand.
